ITTSBURGH (Pa.) July 23.—The

STRIKEES DISPOSED TO PICKET.

it does not seem unlikely that the 
truest mav try to start Painters’ or even 
more mills, with non-union men as a 
preliminary test of strength, but I do 
not thing it will be successful.

The United States Steel Corporation 
made liberal concessions, offering to 
sign the scale for the Wood, Wellsville, 
Ola Meadow and Saltsburg plants, but 
the amalgarmatec, conferees were 
willing to accept this. The strike has 
gone too far now. There is no hope 
for arbitration or mediation. There is 
nothing to arbitrate or mediate, It is 
not a question of wages nor hours. 
Such questions could be settled by ar- 
bitration. The struggle now Is over a 
principle. The manufacturers think it 
unjest, The labor officials are firm in 
their belief that the demand is fair. 
Both sides are unyielding. So what is 
there to do but fight it out along these 
lines?” 

At the Amalgamated headquarters, 
the officials had nothing new to say.

A HUNDRED AND FIFTY MORE ARE 
ORDERED OUT. 


They Expect to Win the Fight or 
Organize a General Strike—Draymen 
Not Dissatisfied With the Situation. 
Mounted Police on Duty. 


great strike of tearnsters continues 
with but littl appreciatle change. in 
the situation. Considerable frefght 
was moved today. Vehicles of every 
description were pressed into service 
to relieve the congestion of fruit at 
the Jackson street wharf and the re. 
sult was that when night fell the dock 
was almost cleared, ready for today’s 
shipment. Along the front the docks 
were kept well cleared of freight of all 
descriptions. It was estimated by the 
secretary of the Draymens’ Assooia- 
tion that one-tenth of the regular 
drays were at work today with non- 
union drivers. In many instances the 
teams were driven by owners or their 
office help. 

In order to forestall any disturbance 
a large detail of police was sent to 
the wholesale district to be in readi- 
ness for any trouble that might arise. 
Seventeen mounted police from the. 
park district were on duty down town 
all day and were used in guarding 
trucks loaded with goods taken from 
the big stores to the docks. Besides a 
few threats, and in one instance a show 
of a weapon, there was nothing te call 
for police interference. 

Collector of Customs Stratton has 

given to the Overland Transfer Com* 
pany authority to have its drivers 
sworn in as customs inspectors. About 
twenty non-union drivers were thus 
placed under Federal protection. This 
was done in order to protect bonded 
goods during removal from the docks 
to warehouses. Several smaller mem- 
bers of the Draymens’ Association 
which had not ordered their men to 
quit were told to do so by the arso- 
clation this morning, and as a result 
150 more teamsters were laid off during 
the day. 
It is estimated that the entire num- 
ber now out of work is 1500, with the 
threat on the part of the teamsters 
that all of the steamsters belonging to 
unions of every nature will be called 
out if necessary. This action is threat- 
ened on account of the fact that freight 
was handled today by union men.

During his 
address Dr. Koch said his experiments 
had satisfied him that humen tubercu- 
losis and bovine tuberculosis were rad- 
ically different diseases and that he 
had amply demonstrated that cattle 
could not be infected with human tu- 
berculosis. 

The counter proposition that human 
beings were not Hable to infection 
from bovine tuberculosis was hard to 
prove. the doctor sald, owing to the 
aificulty of experimenting upon hu- 
man subjects, but personally he was

lishment of special consumptive hos- 
pitals and the obligatory notification 
of the authorities of the existence of

The speaker said there was an 
immense difference between the stout 
old burghers of the late republics and 
the “roving ruffians” harrowing their 
fellow British subjects of Cape Colony. 
It was resolved to treat the old 
burghers, when the war was over, 
with fairness and even generosity, con. 
vincing them that though they had 
lost independence, they had not lost 
their freedom, continued Lord Milner. 
The loyalists in South Africa, who had 
shown such splendid devotion to the 
empire and the work of reconstruction 
already begun. should not be aljenated.

ties in Corn Belt. 


Weather Bureau Offers Very 
Little Consolation to Af- 
Jlicted Districts. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
WASHINGTON, July 23.—With’ the 


exception of scattered thunderstorms, 


the most important of which, so far, 
at least, as reports to the. Weather Bu- 
reau show, was that at North Platte, 
Neb., where .08 of an inch of rain fell, 
the drought and intense heat continued 
all day throughout the States of the 
corn belt. Temperatures today again 
averaged over 100 deg. in that area, 
making the thirty-sixth consecutive 
day in which the thermometer s 
risen to 90 deg. and higher. 

Aside from North Platte, a trace of 
rain was officially reported at Des 
Moines, .02 of an inch at Kansas City, 
some rainfall in North Centfal Texas, 
some in Arkansas, some in South 
Texas and also in Northern Minnesota. 
In other sections Official Forecaster 
Frankenfield says there may have been 
thunder showers as reported in the 
press dispatches, though the bureau 
has received no advices other than 
those heretofore stated from its ob- 
servers. 

These storms, he said, brought only 
temporary relief, and afford little sus- 
tenance to the overparched ground, 
which, after the greatly-protracted 
period drought, needs a general rain. 
According to present indications there 
seems to be no prospect of such a 
downpour, for the next two days, at 
least. Beyond that time the officials 
will not make any predictions. 

HOT DAY FOR KANSAS. 


A LITTLE RAIN FELL. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 

TOPEKA (Kan.) July 23.—Tempera- 
tures in Kansas today have been as 
high as 110, and in no case are figures 
less than 100 reported. It has been fully 
as oppressive aS yesterday, which was 
the hottest day of the year. A death 
from heat occurred in Abilene, and 
prostrations resulted in Leavenworth, 
Emporia, Atchison, Osage City, Topeka 
ani some of the smaller tains. 

The State is overcast with clouds, and 
the air is humid. Thunder showers of 
various degrees of intensity came dur- 
ing the afternoon. Leavenworth had 
two showers of twenty minutes’ each, 
and al! the others were smaller. No re- 
lief other than a slight cooling of the 
atmosphere resulted. The indications 
seem favorable tonight. for more show- 
ers, but no one attempts to say when 
general rains may be expected. 

The situation throughout the State 
has become very uncomfortable. Ev- 
erything is stifled with duet and water 
is becoming very scarce. Over a month 
of 109-degree temperature with hardly 
a drop of rain is the story reported to- 
night from many Kansas counties. 
Pending the coming of the rain many 
farmers are rushing their stock to 
market, trying to buy feed for their 
stock, and hunting for water. In the 
cities prices of milk and other farm 
products have largely increased. 


WEATHER BUREAU’S SUMMARY. 
MIDDLE WEST SUFFERS BADLY. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The fol- 
lowing is the Weather Bureau's weekly 
summary of crop conditions: 

Intense heat prevailed another week 
throughout the States of the Central 
valleys and Middie Rocky Mountain 
regions, with only local showers over 
limited, scattered areas, Maximum tem- 
peratures of 100 deg. or above were of 
daily occurrence over more or less of 
the territory named. Under these con- 
ditions the drouth has been greatly 
its area largely in- 
creased. Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and portions of Nebraska have suf- 
fered most, but the conditions are now 
critical from the lake region, Centra! 
Ohio Valley and Tennessee westward 
to the Middle Rocky Mountain region, 
including the greater part of Texas. 

Portions of the Middle and South At- 
lantic States continue to suffer from 
excessive moisture, but very favorable 
temperatures have been experienced in 
those districts, and also on the Pacific 
Coast, where the week was cooler than 
usual. The outlook for corn is less 
favorable than at the close of the pre- 
vious week. In Nebraska, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma and Missouri early corn is 
practically ruined. With early and 
abundant rains in these States late 
corn would probably make half a crop 
or less. In Illinois, Indiana, Ohlo, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee corn is now seri- 
ously in need of rain. In the. Middle 
Atlantic States the conditions have 
been highly favorable for icorn. and 
its condition is further improved. 

Moisture has caused considerable 
jury to winter wheat in shock in the 
Middle Atlantic States. Harvesting 
continues where unfinished in the more 
northerly section east of the Rocky 
Mountains, and is in general progress 
in the North Pacific Coast. Spring- 
wheat harvest has begun over the 
southern portion of the spring-wheat 
region, where, as a result of prema- 
ture ripening, the yield and quality ts 
much impaired. Over the northern 
portion, where the crop is now ripen- 
ing, its condition continues promising. 

In portions of Mississippi, Alaba 
Ceorgia and Florida, the conditfon of 
cotton has improved. Rain is greatly 
needed in Tennessee and over 
western portion of the cotton belt. 
where, however, the crop ts generally 
withstanding the drouth well, 
Throughout the Central valleys the 
prospects for apples have been further 
reduced. and no improvement is re- 
ported from New Eneland and tn the 
Middle Atlantic States. On the whole 
the fruit outlook f= not encouraging.

Demarcation Between Chinese 
and Foreigners Will Be 
Emphasized Greatly.

PEKING, July 23.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Work on the barricades and 
fortifications for the legations quarter 
is progressing rapidly. Those in charge 
are hurrying work in order that the 
quarters for foreign guards may be 
ready at the time of the evacuation in 
August. 

Fortifications of the British quarter 
appear to be the most extensive and 
thorough. Chambers for mines have 
been dug at all approaches to the lega- 
tion quarters and projections for guns 
are being built. This precaution has 
been taken because the British occupy 
the most critical position of any of the 
legations. 

All legations are providing them- 
selves with heavy bricks from the city 
wall, timber from the temples, house 
of examination and hall of the public 
offices and the expense is less than it 
would be under ordinary circum- 
stances, The impression prevails that 
hereafter there will be greater security 
for the legations and less security for 
foreigners elsewhere in Peking. De- 
marcation between the Chinese and 
foreigners will be emphasized and 
friendly intercourse is less likely than 
heretofore.

DID A MURDERER 
SHOOT C. D. RUSH? 


EWHALL July 23.—[From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] 
"Cc. D. Rush, the old prospector, 
who was found dead in Texas Cafion, 
with a bullet hole in his head, is sup- 
posed by many people to have been 
murdered. Rush came to Newhall June 
25 to lay in a stock of provisions, and 
to liquidate a few small debts. He left 
Newholl the same evening, getting 
Charlies Delano, a reputable citizen 
and livery-stable keeper, to take him 
to his camp, about fourteen miles out. 
The provisions he took along 
amounted to about $25 and filled a 
good-sized spring wagon. When they 
reached camp, incidentally with pay- 
ing off Delano, Rush showed quite a lot 
of money, amounting, presumably, to 
$40 or $50. As near as Delano remembers 
he had two $10 gold pieces, some paper 
money, and a handful of silver. He 
paid Delano with gold, saying he pre- 
ferred to keep the silver for change. 
This was the last seen of him, so far 
as is known. When the Coroner

I was accompanied to the 
place by three men from Newhall. 
When we arrived at the cabin no one 
so far as known had been inside. We 
found the door fastened from the in- 
side, and there was nothing to show 
that any person had entered the place 
since the old prospector entered for the 
last time. The man who had discov- 
ered the body had been unable to open 
the door, and looking through a win- 
dow had seen Rush's body. lying on 
the floor of the hut. Then he did not 
try to enter but went at once to New- 
hall and told what he had found. Then 
I was notified. 

“There was positively no evidence to 
show that the man had died at the 
hand of another, and everything 
pointed to suicide. Rush had placed 
the cabin in order, turned up his bed 
in an orderly manner, cleaned up the 
floor, and then had taken two blankets 
and folded them once so as to make 
them one-half their width on the floor. 
He had placed himself on them with- 
out a pillow, and crosswise of the 
room, and had stretched his legs out 
straight. Then, I believe, he fired the 
shot — ended his life. With the 
‘men who accompanied me I made a 
search through the cabin. It is true 
there Was not a scrap of provisions in 
the place, and it is also true that so 
far as we could find, there was no 
money, not even a dime. We found 
his papers, and these I took away from 
the place, and they are in my office. 

The men who accompanied me were 
Satisfied that it was a case of suicide, 
and I am still of the opinion that that 
ts what it was. All of us participated 
in the search through the cabin, and 
I know that nothing was found. My 
reasons for believing that the old man 
took his life are the condition of the 
interior of the cabi the position of 
the y, the nature 20 the wound, the 
proximity to the body of the revolver, 
and the absence of food and water in 
the cabin. The pistol was lying al- 
most within the grasp of the dead 
man’s hand, and if some other person 
killed him, which I do not think at all 
probable, they would not have been 
likely to arrange everything as we 
found it there. The body was buried 
in a grave which we dug near the cabin,

HOT AND DRY - 
IN ARIZONA. 


Mercury Soars and the 
Waters Fall. 


Crops and Cattle in 
Good Condition. 


Work on Storage Reservoir 
Proceeding—Chinese Girl 
Slaves to Wed. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 21.4[{From 
The Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
For the past fortnight Arizona has 


rid weather. At Yuma and Fort Mo- 
have were recorded the highest tem- 
peratures, respectively 114 and i117 deg. 
These lofty flights of the thermometer 
are not unusual in the Southwest, but 
the wnean temperature for the period 
has run to 96 deg. at southern points 
of the Territory. There has practically 
been no rain for several. months, 


eral rain is considered good. 

In sharp contrast with the result of 
the hot wave in the East and Middle 
West is the fact that throughout all 
Arizona not a_ singie prostration or 
death has been traced this summer to 
the effects of the heat. This is due to 
the fact that in this arid regf6n the 
thermometer reading 115 will mean a 
wet bulb or sensible temperature not 
exceeding 85 deg. 

Not forgmany years has the avail- 
able supply of water § for irrigation 
been as low as at present. The Salt 
River now has less than 6000 inches of 
water, a quantity that serves to little 
more than dampen the canals of the 
valley, but the winter supply of water 
was abundant, and the ground was 
well filled before the river's flood ran 
low. Two crops of alfalfa have been 
cut, and there is an abundance of pas- 
ture to feed the range cattle now fat- 
tening in the valiey.. The fruit and 
melon crops also are good, and the 
farmers are hopeful that a summer 
rise in the river will give them one or 
two more crops of hay. Grass in the 
mountains is in plenty, and the range 
Cattle driven here are in good condi- 


tion. 

STORAGE RESERVOIR. 

The work of securing a storage reser- 
voir for the benefit of the Salt River 
Valley is proceeding effectively. Ar- 
thur Powell Davis, of the hydro- 
graphic division of the geological sur- 


the channel of Salt River, at the Hud- 
son dam site, below the mouth of 
Tonta Creek, about sixty miles east of 
Phoenix. The dam site is only 200 
feet wide, and has been considered 
most favorably from that point. The 
only unknown quantity has been the 
depth of bedrock. It is understood 
that the borings show that bedrock is 
not far from the surface at any point, 
but the definite results are known only 
to the Maricopa County Board of 
Water Commissioners. The board is 
also in possession of the notes concern- 
ing the borings at the McDowell dam 
site. Upon one of these two sites ac- 
tion will probably be concentrated 
within a few months. 

With the prospect ahead for wate 
storage and an increased range of cul- 
tivated land, the Phoenix and Maricopa 
County Board .of Trade is starting 
upon a campaign after immigrants, 
tourists and capital An _ elaborate 
pamphlet will be issued soon, as well 
as a large number of leaflets, descrip- 
tive of special industries and resources, 
and advertising space has been taken 
with a number of publications, all to 
the greater glory of Arizona. 

The Tuachuca Water Company at 
Tombstone has issued a_e statement 
showing that Tombstone consumes 
more water per inhabitant than any 
other town in the West. The average 
Tombstonite uses 321 gallons a day, a 
San Diegan uses 177 gallons: in Los 
Angeles the average consumption is 150 
gallons, in Phoenix 125 gallons, in San 
Francisco 72 gallons and in Prescott, 
where wet groceries are most easily 
bought. only 50 gallons. 

One result of the hot weather has 
been the inability of the local ice fac- 
tories to fully supply the demand. 
Several carleads of ice have been 
brought to Tempe and Mesa all the 
way from Los Angeles. 3 

METALS AND OIL. 

A New York company has bonded for 
$30,000, with $5000 forfeit deposit, seven 
mining claims situated twenty miles 
north of Tyson’s well, in Western Ari- 
zona, from Gus Mudershach, Joseph 
Dent, W. C. Despain and Henry H® Mc- 
Phaul. The property has a well-de- 
fined ledge of large size, the value run- 
ning to $30 per ton in gold and 30 per 
cent. in copper. . 

A twenty-stamp mill with concentra- 
tors and cyaniding plant has been or- 
dered for the mines of the Sorocco Gold 
Company, in the Harqua Hala Moun- 
tains, sixty miles west of Wickenberg. 
The Socorro is an old mine of demon- 
strated richness. ‘ 

A discovery of the utmost value is 
that of an excellent spring of water 
near the Indian Queen group of mines 
west of Congress. Heretofore all the 
water needed for the camp had to be 
hauled five miles north of Phoenix. 

Another water discovery, that means 
much, has been made near the Phoenix 
mill, thirty-five miles north of Phoe- 
nix, and fifty of the seventy stamps 
have been started for a short trial run 
on ore from a new section of the mine. 

About 40,000 acres have been located 
in the southwestern part of Maricopa 
county, along the Gila River, by oil 
enthusiasts, who believe 
strike it rich. A new fleld was added 
during the week, ten miles northeast 
of Peoria and about twenty-five miles 
north of Phoenix, and about 2500 acres 
have been located by local and Califor- 
nia speculators.

A Few Samples of His Work—Also 
One or Two Remarkable Statements 
Due to the Proof Reader’s Acumen— 
“How the Latter Assisted Mark Twain. 


[New York Press:] Dreadful execu- 
tion is done sometimes by the man 
behind the types. Once a newspaper 
man wrote an “ad” for a theater, and 
In’ it said: 

“From half-past eight to half-past 
ten, 
You laugh and lauch and laugh again.” 

‘The style on that paper called for’ 
expressing the hours by figures; so 
when the “ad” appeared it read like 
this: 

“From 8:30 to 10:30, 
You laugh and laugh and laugh again.” 

Sometimes the proof reader fails to 
correct, and sometimes he doth correct 
too much. The sporting editor of a 
San Francisco newspaper had among 
his notes an item which said “The 
young salmon are beginning to run.” 
The next morning the statement was 
printed on his page that “The young 
salmon are beginning to swim.’ When 
the editor asked how it had happened 
the proof reader said cheerily: 

“That's all right, Billy. You had 
that mixed up with your turf stuff, 
but I straightened it out for you.” . 

“But why didn't you let it go as I 
wrote it?” persisted the editor. 

“I couldn't,” was the reply. “Who 
ever heard of fish running?” 

Once a year, when ‘30’ ts In on the 
PDenver morning papers, and the tele- 
graph editor, while waiting to be 
called out to the make-up, feels as if 
he wouldn't demean himself if he 
talked with the reporters who are 
holding down the mid and dog watches, 
the old story ef Mark Twain is told 
One of Mark's early assignments in 
Denver was to write up the opening 
of a new saloon, which was a note- 
worthy bit of news tn those days in 
western towns. The funniest way that 
Mark could think to write that story 
was to: start It off soberly, and let 
the words bear silent witness to the 
fine quality of the drinks dispensed 
that night. So the article started’ at 
a walk and soon appeared to be run- 
ning away with the writer. Out of the 
mist of tdeas shone forth strong, if 
not clear. one great controlling pur- 
pose, and that was to eunlogize the 
saicon-keeper. And In this mandlin, 
incoherent eulogy the story ended at 
such a late hour that Mark sent it out 
to the composing-reoom himself. He 
thought it was the greatest thine that 
ever happened. and he laughed over’ 
it till he cried—-which proceeding is 
contrary to all humoristic precedent; 
but Mark was voung then.

ghoulish glee,” and it was up to the 
morning paper the next day to explain 
that “the types” made them say that 
the Scotus did so and so, when the tele- 
graph editor should have known that 
that word was merely the abbreviation 
of the telegrapher for Supreme Court 
of the United States.

In these stories told out of school 
one must come upon the most amazing 
of all errors-—-the jumbling together in 
apparent fluency of two entirely differ- 
ent classes of articles, such as this: 

“The missionaries are accustomed 
to begin their work buying 
heathen children and educating them. 
The easiest and best way of preparing 
them is first to wipe them dry with a 
clean towel, then place them in drip- 
ping pang and bake them until they are 
tender. Then cut them in slices and 
cook for several hours.” 

It would be a long story to tell in de- 
tail how such mix-ups happen, but that 
they really do happen can be doubted 
by no newspaper man whose knowledge 
of the business ever led him to ex- 
plorations of the mysteries of the com- 
posing-room, as well as the somewhat 
intricate mazes of the editorial-room. 
A writer may mix up his own copy, or 
he may leave part of his story on the 
desk, to be picked up by another writer 
and inserted inadvertently in his own 
copy. Late at night he may send in 
his own copy, or the copyreader may 
rush it. Or the copy-cutter in the com- 
posing-room—absent-minded beggar— 
may shuffle two stories together. Or 
the make-up man may lift a stickful of 
one story into a form, and then his at- 
tention may be distracted to somethin’:

be from a story on another galley, and 
the unfinished parts of both stories be 
placed, without looking at them, in the 
left-over rack.

IMMIGRATION. 


VL—COMING OF THE DANES. 
{By Rasmus B. Anderson, ex-United States 
Minister to Denmark.] 

YEAR ago there was published 
Aw Blair, Neb., an interesting lit- 

tle volume by P. 8S. Vig on Danish 
immigration. To that charming little 
book I am indebted for many of the 
facts presented in this article. 
' The Danes are found in every State 
and Territory in the Union, but most 
numerously in Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
lowa, Nebraska, Illinois, New York, 
Utah and California. The census of 
1880 gives 7764 Danes in California, 12,- 
644 in Illinois, 15,519 in lowa, 14,133 in 
Minnesota, 14,345 in Nebraska, 13,385 in 
Wisconsin, 6335 in Michigan, 25136 in 
Kansas. In the ‘50s a large number 
of Danes were converted to ihe Mor- 
mon faith, and as a result there were, 


in 1890, over 9000 Danes in Utah, a con- 
siderable number of whom were Mor- 


mons, 
AN ESTIMATE OF DANISH POPU- 
According to a carefully-prepared 


article by 8S. Sorensen of Minneapolis, 
based on the United States census of 
| 1890, it appears that the number of in- 
habitants in America who were either 
born in Denmark or of Danish parepts 
wag 213,036; but this does not, of coufse, 
include grandchildren or great-grand- 
children.

Althoveh the Danes are not nearly 
20 numerous in the United States as 
the Norwegians or Swedes, still they 


stitute a no less important element in 
the development of American nation- 
allty. They are distinguished for the 
earnestness of their religious worship, 
for their ardent advocacy of the cause 
of civil and religious liberty and for 
the well-nigh total absense of great 
crimes. Wherever they settle we find 
them associated with the most loyal 
and law-abiding citizens, giving their 
best energies to culture, law and or- 
der. They have built a number of 
churches, founded academies and col- 
leges and publish several important 
sccular and religious papers. It is well 
known that Denmark, for many years 
past, has led the world in improve- 
ments pertaining to dairying, and 
Danish immigrants have done much 
in developing the dairy interest in the 
United States, 

VOYAGES OF BERING AND MUNK. 

A glance at the history of Denmark 
will easily convince any one that a 
high grade of immigrants might be 
looked for from that country. While 
the Norwegian Lief Erikson was the 
first white man who planted hig feet 
on the eastern shores of the American 
continent, it was left to a plucky Dane 
to become the discoverer of the extreme 
western coast of this country. Vitus 
Bering discovered that narrow body of 
water which separates America from 
Asia. This Vitus Bering was a Dane, 
born in Jutland in 1680. He entered the 
service of Russia and in 1725 was made 
chief commander of one of the greatest 
geographical expeditions ever  under- 
taken. He explored the Sea of Kam- 
chatka, and during this voyage he dis- 
covered Bering Strait, in 1728, and as- 
certained that Asia was not joined to 
America. Thus, as the Norwegian, Lief 
Erikson, is the first white man who 
fsets foot on the extreme gastern part 
of this continent, so the Dane, Vitus 
Bering, becomes the discoverer of its 
extreme western boundary line. They 
stand, the one at the rising and the 
other at the setting sun, and clasp 
what is now the territory of the United 
States in their strong Scandinavian 
arms. 

It may not be generally known, but 
it is nevertheless a fact, that a Danish 
expedition was sent to America by 
King Christian IV in the year 1619, one 
year before the landing of the piigrim 
fathers. In the epring of that year King 
Christian fitted out two ships, Eenh- 
jorningen and Lamprenen, for the pur- 
pose of finding a northwest passage to 
Asia. The commander of this expedi- 
tion was the Norwegian, Jens Munk, 
born at Barby, in southern Norway, in 
1579. He sailed from Copenhagen with 
his two ships and sixty-six men, May 
9, 1619. He explored Hudson Bay and 
took possession of the surrounding 
country in the name of his sovereign, 
and gave it the name of Nova Dania. 
All the members of this expedition per- 
ished except Jens Munk and two of his 
crew, who returned to Norway Sep- 
tember 25, 1620. The ship chaplain on 
this expedition was the Danish Luth- 
eran minister, Rasmus Jensen Aarhus, 
and he was the first minéster of the 
Lutheran church in the new world. He 
died February 20, 1620, on the south- 
western shore of Hudson Bay, near the 
mouth of Churchill River. His last ser- 
mon was a funeral sermon, preached 
from his own deathbed. 

EARLY DANISH COLONISTS. 

How much Danish blood there was in 
the founders of New England it would 
be difficult to estimate; but it may be 
worth stating that the world-renowned 
piigrim fathers came from that part of 
old Engiand which at one time was 
almost entirely Danish, a fact corrobo- 
rated by the names of rsons and 
places in that part of England. It can 
be shown that Danes were found in 
New York, then called New Amesater- 
dam, as early a3 1624. It is well 
known that the Danes emigrated to 
the West Indiea in an early day. In 
fact, Denmark has had colonies in the 
West Indies since 1650, and a number 
of Danes from time to hime have found 
their way from these colonies to the 
British possessions which now consti- 
tute the United States. Among immi- 
grants of this kind, I may mention the 
splendid Dane, Jockum Melchior Mo- 
gens, born in the island of St. Thomas, 
March 4, 1715. He lived in New York 
from 1749 to about 1760, when he re- 
turned to St. Thomas and died there 


August 18, 1783. Mr. Mogens was a 
friend of the distinguished -minister, 
the Rev. H. M. Muhlenberg, and did 


much for the Christian Church in the 
West Indies. It can be shown that 
there were many ministers of Danish 
birth among the German Lutherans in 
Pennsylvania. One of these was Peter 
Brunholtz, who came to Philadelphia 
in 1745, and served as pastor in Ger- 
mantown and Philadelphia until his 
death in.1758. Johan Christian Leps 
was a minister ip what is now called 
Athens, in New York State. He was a 
Dane by birth, and became a teacher

are no less valuable citizens and con- 
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& 
in the first college built by Germans in 
Philadelphia in 1773. 

number of Danes who lived in 
America in the seventeenth and eight- 
eenth centuries might easily be men- 
tioned, but Danish settlements were 
not started in the United States be- 
fore about the middle of the nineteenth 
century. In this connection it is nec- 
essary to call attention to the fact that 
/tuere are more Danes in America than 
our census reports since 1864 would in- 
dicate. Since that time the immi- 
grants coming from Schleswig are 
counted as Germans, while they are in 
fact Danes; they speak Danish and 
count themselves as Danes. The offi- 
cial report of immigration shows 120 
Danes in the United States in 1820, 187 
in 1830, 1252 in 1840, 1791 in 1850 and 5540 
in 1860, and the emigration from Den- 
mark may be said to have begun on a 
large scale in the early sixties. Before 
1850 the few Danes in America were 
found chiefly in the large cities, espe- 
cially in the East. ‘ 


FIRST DANES IN THE WEST. 


As one of the fathers and pioneers of 
Danish immigration we may mention 
Niels Christian Boye, born on the isl- 
and of Lolland in 1786, who died of 
cholera in St. Louis in 1349. Boye went 
to Philadelphia in 1837 to get an inher- 
itance left by a brother who had died 
in this country. From Philadelphia he 
proceeded the same year to Muscatine, 
rlowa. In 1842 he removed to Iowa City, 
where he became a merchant. He was 
in St. Louis buying goods when cholera 
claimed him as its victim. Boye was 
the first Dane, and we may safely add 
the first Scandinavian, in the State of 
lowa., 

Another Danish pioneer was Charles 
William Borup, born in Copenhagen in 
1806, who died in St. Paul, Minn., in 
1859. Mr. Borup was a physician and 
sailed to New York to practice his 
profession in 1827, but he soon was em- 
ployed by the American Fur Company, 
which sent him as its agent to Lake 
Superior. In 1848 he went to St. Paul, 
where in company with his brother-in- 
law he founded the first bank in Min- 
nesota. There is no doubt that Mr. 
Borup was the first Dane who set foot 
on Wisconsin soil. He had a high repu- 
tation as a business man and citizen 
and as an earnest Christi¢n. One of his 
sons became an officer in the United 
States army. ot 

Among Danes Who came to America 
before 1550 I may also mention John 
Hansen, one of the oldest settlers in 
Chicago, where he lived until his death, 
which occurred a few years ago. 

Before 1850, at Nauvoo, Ill, was P. O. 
Hansen, the Mormon, who translated 
the book of Mormon into Danish, and 
who, after 1850, went to Danmark to 
make propaganda for the gospel of 
Mormonism. 


PROMINENT DANES OF 

Many of the Danes in America follow 
agricultural pursuits, while a consid- 
erable number are successful business 
men. There are many Danes in the 
medical profession, and conspicuous 
among them are Dr. Fenger of Chicago 
and Dr. Mynter of Buffalo, N. Y. The 
Danish-Americans took creditable 
part in the war of the rebellion and 
produced veterans of rank. The Danes 
are not sufficiently numerous in any 
one State to get to the front in pol- 
itics, but many Danes have been elected 
to seats in the State Legislature and 
Henry L. Hertz of Chicago has been 
elected State Treasurer of Illinois. 

If it be said that the Danes come 
| from one of the smallest countries in 
Europe and that they are but few in 
number, they may answer that they in- 
herit considerable renown. They may 
point to the fact that they have en- 
riched the world with a literature 
Which is held in deserved respect. 
“Beowulf,” the most important surviv- 
ing monument of old English poetry, is 
claimed as a Danish poem. The first 
publication of it, from a manuscript in 
the British museum, was by the great 
Danish scholar, Thorkelin. The world 
is indebted to little Denmark and to 
her traditions for Hamlet. the hero of 
the greatest drama written by Shake- 
speare. The Danes may point to the 
great astronomer, TyAho Brahe, one of 
the most renowned individuals of the 
sixteenth century. With perfect justice 
it has been said that Tycho Brahe 
made the observations, that Keppler 
discovered the law and that New- 
ton conceived the nature of the law. 


GREAT DANISH SCIENTISTS’ 


Danes may remind the devotees of 
the science of geology that the world's 
first geologist was their countryman, 
Niels Stensen, who was born in 163%. 
He was not only the most celebrated 
ariatomist of his time, but he also laid 
the foundation of the science of geog- 
nosy and geology by studying the 
mountain formations; and examining 
the fossils of Italy. Archaeology-serves 
as a magnificent telescope by which we 
are able to contemplate social condi- 
tions far beyond the ken of ordinary 
historical knowledge, and this valuable 
science was born and cradled in Den- 
mark under the guidance of the re-_. 
nowned Christian Thomsen. Then we 
have the science called comparative 
philology. Where did it begin? Who 
unraveled its first complicated threads? 
The answer coms from every linguist 
in the world—the e, Rasmus Rask, 
discovered the laws and principles upon 
which the comparative study of lan- 
guages is built. Rask found the laws, 
and they were used as the corner- 
stone of that beautiful and symmetri- 
cal pyramid which has since been con- 
structed by the brothers Grimm, by 
Max Muller, by our own W. D. Whit- 
ney and by many other distinguished 

holars. In this connection the Danes 
may also point to J. N, Madvig, the 
greatest Latin scholar of the nineteenth 
eentury, a scholar whose views in re- 
gard to old Greek and Latin texts the 
students of all lands accept as finak 
He who would write the history of elec- 
tricity must study the life of the great 
Dane, H. C. Oersted. His discovery, in 
1820, of electro-magnetiem, led the way 
to the revealing of all the wonders of 
this subtle force. He supplied the 
knowledge by which Morse was enabled 
to build the first telegraph line. The 
celebrated Danish astronomer, Ole Roe- 
mer, born September 25, 1644, was the 
first to calcylate the Velocity of light 
(in 1675.) and this marks a new era in 
scientific research. 

DANES COLUMBUS. 

If it be urged that Denmark is a 
emall country, the Danes may reply 
that geographically both Greenland and 
Iceland belong to America; that Dan- 
ish America was discovered and settled 
long before the American continent 
was known, and that through the set- 
tlements in Iceland and Greenland the 
way was found to America proper, cen- 
turies before Columbus made his mem- 
orable voyage to reach Asia by a west- 
ern route. Iceland and Greenland were 
settled by Norsemen before the year 
1000, and these Norsemen became ac- 
quainted with a land which they called 
Viniland the Good, but which in our 
day is known as New England. 

If the Danes tn America and their 


their ancestors beyond the sea they 
will find therein an abundance of ma- 
terial with which to increase the in- 
tellectual wealth of their adopted coun- 
try. They will find much to give to | 


America in return for all the splendid 
opportunities that America has given 
to them.

HE INSPECTION 
OF IMPORTED TEAS. 


TREASURY OFFICIAL TELLS HOW 
FRAUDS ARE PERPETRATED. 


, 


Eighty Million Pounds of the Com- 
modity Consumed Annually by the 
People of the United States—Costs 
from 10 Cents to $1.25 a Pound. 


[Washington Times:] “We cannot be 
any too careful with the inspection of 
food stuffs which are imported into 
the United States from foreign coun- 
tries for home consumption,” said a 
prominent official of the Division of 
Customs of the Treasury Depart:nent, 
this morning. 

“The proceedings which have been 
brought in the Supreme Cowrt of the 
District of Columbia against the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury are the result of 
his adoption of such standard for teas 
as would exclude teas containing cer- 
tain percentages of ‘dust,’ as broken 
and ground-up tea leaves are called. 
The people of the United States con- 
sume every year $0,000,00) pounds of tea, 
It ranges in price from 10 cents to 80 
cents. This is the wholesale figure, 
and the enormous quantity of r teas 
brought into this country is oved by 
the fact that the average ce of all 
the teas so.d here is 14 cents!’ Seventy 
per cent. of the whole amount con- 
sumed here comes through New York. 
The first shipments sometimes come to 
the Pacific Coast and overland. The 
samples of shipments of teas always 
come across the Pacific and overland 
to New York. They are put up in little 
tin boxes, hermetically sealed, each 
ing labeled so as to identify the ship- 
ment it represents. These samples are 
selected by the agents for importers, 
who are stationed at the centers of 
trade in China and Japan. The tea 
comes from the tea farmer to the Chi- 
nese middieman or jobber, and he sells 
it to the resident agent. It is then 
shipped to America, usuaily by way of 
the Suez Canal. By the Suez route “it 
takes it sixty days to get here. It 
crosses the Pacific in forty days, The 
freight rate by the Suez Canal averages 
about 2 cents a pound; by the Pacific 
route, including the overland fretght, it 
costs 3 cents early in the season, and 
then a little less. It has been brought 
across the Pacifie and across the contl- 
nent ae San\Francisco for a cent a 

und, 

“For the last seventeen years we have 
had a law against the importation of 
adulterated and inferior teas, but the 
operation of it until three years ago 
was poor. In fact, its enforcement has 
depended so much on the humor of one 
man or the uncertain judgment 6f oth- 
ers, inferior judges of tea, that it has 
been almost worthless. 

“The old law worked like this,’ said 
the official ‘There was, for instance, 
a tea examiner in New York. There 
were other tea examiners at other in- 
terior ports of entry, like Rochester. 
The exam ners at the small places were 
more than likely to bé@ poor judges of 
tea. The examiner at New York might 
be a good judge of tea, but there was 
absolutely no rule to guide him in his 
rejection or acceptance of en importa- 
tion, The law said that adulterated and 
spurious teas should not be imported. 
but it did not define adulterated and 
spurious teas. If the examiner was fee.- 
ing pretty good one morning, a sample 
might taste all right to him, and he 
would vass a big lot of tea without 
question. The next morning, perhaps, 
his liver was out of order and the 
very same kind of tea would be fre- 
jected. There was an appeal then toa 
board composed of one representative 
of the government, one representative 
of the importer, and a third man to be 
selected by them. A controversy usually 
resolved itself into a fight to get on 
the board a third man who would be 
partial to one side or the other. 

“Sixteen etandards of tea were es- 
tablished by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and samp'’es of each standard 
were sent to New York, Chicago, Ta- 
coma and San Francisco. These citles 
are the only ports of entry for tea, 
and all tea received in this country is 
examined at one of there ports and 
compared with the standards. [If it ts 
rejected it is deported or destroyed. 

‘To illustrate the injustices that were 
possible under the old law, I can cite 
the case of one importer at New York 
who had $30,000 worth of tea rejected 
by the examiner, of which $15,000 was 
afterward admitted on appeal. The $15,- 
000 worth excluded was «4 total loss. 
The new law aimed particularly at the 
Ping-Suey tea, which is sold under 
the name of Moyun. TheMayun tea is a 
good. tea of low price. The Ping- 
Suey ts a sort of weed which grows 
arond Shanghal, and which the China- 
man fires and rolls with his hands, and 
makes up into a tea which looks much 
prettier than the real Moyun. 

“No attempt Is made to establish ex- 
act divisions between the different 
kinds and flavors of teas, for there are 
at least 1000 differences in perfectly 
good teas. Of Congou teas alone there 
are nearly 300 flavors. But different 
flavors do not mark different grades: 
The variations in flavor as a rule rep- 
resent the variance in tastes of the tea 
consumers. The best tea that is 
brought to this country for general sale 
is worth 80 cents a pound wholesale. 
Sometimes especially choice teas have 
been brought here and sold for $1.25, 
but though they differed from the 
others it would be entirely a matter of 
individual taste to determine whether 
they were any better than the 80-cent 
quality. In fact, the 8-cent tea is a 
drink fit for an emperor. You can get 
a very fine tea for 60 cents wholesale. 
You can get a good tea for 20 cents. 

“There have been innumerable dis- 
putes over grades of tea and the test- 
ing of it since the law went into ef- 
fect. This was to be expected, but, 
however much ill-feeling and conten- 
tion has grown out of the testing of 
tea by the government, the trade in 
general believes that it has done much 
good. It is a fact that Aea drinking 
was falling into desuetude in this 
country before the new grades of tea 
were established. This was particu- 
larly true in the South, where an enor- 
mous quantity of bad tea was sold. In 
the time tn which the population of the 
United States had doubled the con- 
eumption of tea per capita had in- 
creased only 10 per cent., and we were 
rapidly getting to the point where it 
was actually diminishing. 
| *"The consumption of tea in the South 
was not a half pound a year per capita 
and thé consumption for the whole 
country was only one and a half 
pounds. The English consume five to 
six pounds per capita each year. 

“Tea ig very perishable. It ts best 
packed in glass, and one of our con- 
suls in China told me that where tea 
is bought in quantity it should be 
taken from the box and put in bottles 
with glass stoppers and carefully 
sealed. In spite of these precautions 
it is estimated that tea loses 20 per 
cent. of its strength each year, so that 
in five years tea is practically value- 
less.”*

As he @&- 
pounds he leaps about with enthusle 
asm, and in the small room his elo- 
quence is really ear-splitting. This 
and a chorus of “amens” make a tre- 
mendous racket in the neighborhood. 

The singing is correspondingly loud. 
When the time came for prayer, at 
the invitation of the preacher, the ma- 
jority of those present went forward 
and knelt at the altar rail. Here ap- 
peals to the Almighty were made by 
all. With arms upraised women 
shouted praises, or pleaded for biess- 
ings. The combination of shouting 
and singing made a great din. 

Then came the testimonies. Volun« 
tarily men and women arose and de- 
scribed thelr—experiences. These were 


invariably ived with murmurs of 
“Aron” or uts of “Hallelujah,” 
“Praise the ete. 


To an outsider some of the expres- 
sions seemed strange. One little sade 
faced woman walked in front of the 
audience and stood speechless for sev- 
eral minutes, her face twitching with 
emotion.

As she proceeded she became almost 
hysterical, and finally ran to her 
shrieking, ‘I've got it; I’ve got it!”

Morgan's combination should have 
taken the impolitic course of inviting 
a conflict with labor on so untenable 
@ ground as the assertion that its 
employés shall not be permitted to 
find protection in union.” 

The writer of this appears to have 

- failed to grasp the true issue at stake. 
As we understand it, the dispute be- 
tween large employers of labor and 
their at various places in the 
United tes, does not hinge upon the 
question as to whether the men shall 
or shall not be permitted to form 
and become members of labor unions, 
‘but as to whether these unions shall 
_, dictate as to what persons the em- 
|} ployers may hire, as well as the de- 
| tails of the labor that is to be per- 
* (fermed. In other words, the labor 
mnions expect to be the “whole thing,” 
with the employers, who furnish the 
Drains and the capital, playing an 
entirely subsidiary part. No reason- 
able American will question the right 
of workingmen to belong to unions of 
any kind that are formed for a legiti- 
mate purpose. They have an equal 
right to combine for what they believe 
to be their mutual good, as have 
the organizers of the great steel trust, 
and other aggregations of capital. 
(This is so self-evident a proposition 
that it is scarcely worth mentioning. 
It is not even a subject for debate. 
It is simply the statement of a plain, 
undoubted truth. 
| The trouble’ does not arise from 
this, but from the fact that, as stated, 
these unions, not content with run- 
, ning things pretty much to sult them- 
selves, have recently been claiming 
the right to prevent employers of 
labor from hiring any persons who do 
/mot belong to their organizations. In 
other words, they desire to establish 
a-sort of black list, on which the 
employers are expected to enroll the 
names of all who, for various reasons, 
have not seen fit to become members 
of labor unions. This the employers 
have properly refused to do. Through- 
ut the country they are making a 
determined stand against these un- 
reasonable pretentions of the labor 
organizations, and this is the cause 
of the present widespread trouble. 
The employers contend for their right 
to hire any men that they choose, 
regardless of race, religion or affilia- 
tions with labor unions. Apart from 
that, it is a matter of indifference to 
the average employer whether his men 
come from Connecticut, or Sweden, or 
South Africa; whether they Belong to 
the Methodist, the Catholic, or the 
Mormon Church, or to no church at 
all, and whether they belong to one 
or a dozen fraternal, social or labor 


organization, or to none whatever. It 
is true that some employers 
of labor who have had most 


unfortunate experiences, that have re- 
sulted in somewhat souring the milk 
of human kindness within them, have 
_ @one so far as to refuse to hire men 


> 


who belong to a labor union, but the 
great majority of them simply ask 
to be allowed to employ whom they 
please. | 

It is, therefore, as we have seen, not 
a question.of pérmitting men to join 
labor unions, but of the “recognition,” 
by the employers of such unions, 
which recognition, as stated, appears 
to amount to nothing more or less 
than that the union shall be permitted 
to run the wogks, while the “old man” 
sits in his , puts up the money, 
(borrowing it if the business fails to 
make it,) and receives instructions 
from the walking delegates and dis- 
trict organizers who may honor him 
with an occasional call, if, indeed, 
they do not send for him to come 
around and call upon them. 

Another evidence of the truth of 
this statement has cropped out in San 
Francisco, that unfortunate City of 
Strikes. To add to the troubles of 
that hotbed of labor ‘disputes, the 
teamsters of the city, to the number of 
2500 or more, have gone on a strike, 
and in consequence thereof, hundreds 
of tons of fruit are rotting at the 
wharves, thus causing great loss to 
the fruit growers, as was the case 
during the big railroad strike. The 
anfortunate farmer is sure to get it 
“in the neck,” whether the ques#fon 
is one of railroad rates, railroad 
strikes, or of almost any ofher kind 
of.a movement. Exclusive of the 
striking teamsters, there are said to 
be now about 8000 persons out of 
work in San Francisco. This, includ- 
ing the members of their families, rep- | 
resents considerably more than 10 per 
cent. of the population of the city. 

The strike of the San Francisco 
teamsters is referred to because, as 
stated, it furtiishes another evidence of 
the fact that the present disturbances 
are not based upon any question of 
wages, or hours, or other details, but 
upon the broad basis of control of 
business enterprises by proprietors, or 
by irresponsiblé labor agitators—of 
“recognition,” if you will. A dispatch 
from San Francisco says: “The | 
strike is not on the question of wages 
or hours; it is merely on the recogni- 
tion of the union by the Draymen’s 
Association.” Secretary McLaughlin, 
of the Teamsters’ a is quoted as 
saying: “We have ht unions of 
teamsters in the city, and with a gen- 
eral call-out we can pretty well deaden 
things.” A cheerful outlook, truly! 
“Deaden things’ they certainly can, 
and deaden things they undoubtedly 
will, if they persist in their fatuous 
and unreasonable policy. But while 
they are deadening things for the em- 
ployers and general public, 
what is going to become of them, after 
the hurrah stage of the game is over, 
and the contributions from sym- 
pathizers begin to fall off? 

It is difficult to see where or how 
this thing is to end. It is all very 
well for half-hearted, weak-kneed in- 
dividuals and newspapers to talk about 
arbitration and _ settlement. That 
would be possible if the dispute in- 
volved merely a question of wages, or 
of other details of labor. Such, how- 
ever, as we have shown, is far from 
being the case. On the contrary, the 
struggle is for a vital principle, which 
must inevitably be decided, sooner or 
later, just as the question was decided 
as to whether or not Great Britian 
should have the power of taxihg her 
American colonies without their con- 
sent. That question was decided, and 
decided right. We believe the same 
will be true of the present contest be- 
tween capital an@JJjabor. It may, how- 
ever, be a long and hard fight, as 
was the struggle for American liberty. 

Meantime, let us not cumber up 
the dispute with false issues or mis- 
leading statements. It is, as the 
labor leaders themselves say, a strug- 
gle for “recognition of the unions.”-

[J ORSES THAT 
THE TEST OF BATTLE. 
THEIR COURAGE IN TIME OF DAN- 
GER WAS OFTEN. HEROIC. 


General Buell’s Anecdote of His Vic- 
ious Thoroughbred Red Oak—Butler’s 
Brace of Fine Horses—President Lin- 
coln on a Runaway. 


{[Gen. James Grant Wilson in Our 
Animal Friends:] We do not know 
how truly courageous the horse is un- 
til he has been tried in the flery cru- 
cible of war. A war test means 
forced marches, sleepless nights, 
scanty supplies of food, faintness from 
thirst, the thunderous shock of arms. 
ghastly piles of dead and dying, and 
the sickly smell of blood. It is a test 
from which the boldest often shrink. 
and, therefore, the horse that proudly 
carries his rider through the fierce 
storm of battle challenges our warm- 
est admiration. 

In scenes of suffering and danger 
the horse, as a rule, is not less heroic 
than man. Those who have support- 
ed light artillery in a hot engagement 
and have seen how bravely the horse 
stands among the smoke, the deafen- 
ing thunder, afd the leaden hail, when 
his mate bas been shot down at his 
side, will never forget the picture, 
and they will never speak sneeringly 
of the equine courage. 

On the stubbornly-contested field of 
Shiloh. when the flerce onsaught was 
made on the Federal! left, when shells 
were screeching like fiery demons in 
the air, when minie balls were whistl- 
ing and falling thickly as hail from 
a black summer cloud, when the defi- 
ant Confederate yell blended savagely 
with the roar of artillery and the rat- 
tle of musketry, when men were fall- 
ing like leaves from a tree stricken 
with frost, when the ground was wet 
with blood and the air charged with 
death, when the last line was giving 
way before the murderous fire, the 
scarred batteflags of the foe already 
in sight trembling on the verge of one 
dark and broad sulphurous’ cloud of 
smoke, we saw Gen. Buell, astride his 
noble horse dash into the thickest of 
the fight, deserted by his staff, and 
with gleaming sword rally the break- 
ing line and snatch victory from the 
very jaws of defeat, and as we wit- 
nessed the thrilling scene, we scarcely 
knew which to admire the most, the 
reckless indifference to death Or the 
gallantry of the horse and the man. 
The courage exhibited by both bor- 
dered on the sublime. No poltroon 
would have ventured into that hotbed 
of storm and danger, and the horse 
was as calm as the hand and iron will | 
that guided him.” 

The above description of Gen. Carlos 
Buell and his famous war horse, Red 
Oak, was written long ago by one who 
saw them on the second day of the bat- 
tle of Shiloh. The general, in writing 
to author of this series of papers, 
says: “I suppose it is a fact that a 
horse which I rode during the rebellion 
acquired a considerable degree of no- 
toriety within the limit of his acquaint. 
ance, as one might say. Not, however, 
for the generous traits that are usually 
ascribed to the war horse; but for his 
vicious- behavior, as well, perhaps, as 
for his endurance and good looks. He 
was a thoroughbred, a bright, hand- 


psome sorrel, sixteen hands high, 6 years 


old, and came to me with the name of 
Red Oak. He had been on the turf and 
made a reputation of unmanageable- 
ness on the course. I was not aware 
of his uncivil qualities when I bought 
him, but I was soon made acquainted 
with them. Nevertheless, I continued 
to use him to the exclusion of a horse 
of better disposition, having an idea 
savoring somewhat of conceit that a 

master can reform a bad horee. 
It succeeded to a considerable extent, 
but he was refractory under fire and 
unsafe to the last. He was dangerous 
to any horse and rider that came along- 
side of him. so that on the march he 
was generally allowed the largest part 
of the road. 

“Once, when tied to the picket line, 
he broke the arm of a passing soldier, 
who tnnocently came within the reach 

his heels. On another occasion, 
hen he was being brought out for me 
to mount, he stopped, and, with his 
ears laid back, deliberately lay down, 
evidently to rid himself of the rider. 
The p ing was so much milder 
than his usual way of showing dis- 
satisfaction that it seemed like a well- 
meant warning to the groom, who had 
prqbably never mounted him before and 
for whom constant association had 
given him a friendly feeling. I parted 
with him when I left the Army of the 
Ohio. His new master was duly warned 
about him but was thrown and serl- 
ously hurt the first time—which was 
the last time—of mounting him. Red 
was then turned'over to the Quar- 
termaster’s Department and had prob- 


ably to make some atonement for his 
pranks. 

‘This, my dear Gen. Wilson, is not, 

rhaps, the kind of horse that should 

ve a place in your series, and you 
will readily perceive that I do not 
intreduce him to you for that purpose. 
I could, however, tell you of a horse 
that I rode in the Mexican War en- 
tirely unlike Red Oak in temper, and 
deserving of the highest eulogium—a 
Kentucky thoroughbred, 6 years old at 
the beginning of the war, spirited and 
intelligent, beautiful in style, kind in 
disposition, and totally undisturbed by 
the noise and excitement of battle. 
But the war horse of literature is not 
supposed to have any connection with 
the station of a young lieutenant. We 
had been firm friends for nearly four 
years when I lost him at sea on the 
voyage from Tampico to Vera Cruz, 
the sailing vessel on which he was 
shipped being kept out twenty days by 
stress of weather, during which De- 
catur died. 

BRAVE UNDER HIS RIDER. 

“In striking contrast to him in tem- 
perament, but still worthy to be hon- 
ored, was a horse owned by the ad- 
jutant of my regiment, Lieut, Irwin, 
who was killed on him in the battle 
of Monterey. This horse was also a 
thoroughbred, splendid in battle, under 
the rider, but when brought to a stand 
and unmounted, he seemed completely 
unnerved and trembled as though he 
would fall to the ground. 

“You will doubtless think t 
giving you more horse hist 
you asked for. The excuse must. be 
that you have touched a tender spot 
in my appreciation of our animal com- 
panions. It seems to me that I have 
been on horseback all my life, and I 
esteem the use and management of a 
spirited horse under the saddle as most 
exhilarating and heaith-giving, as well 
as the most adorning physical exercise 
to which man or woman can resort. 
I am now riding a horse that I have 
had for nineteen years—a son of the 
famed Lexington of Alexander stock 
fame. He is nearly 23 years old, and 
has still the spirit and appearance of 
a young horse; but he has never been 
touched by harness, and has lead an 
easy and comfortable. life.” 

Gen. Buell’s daughter, writing in 
March, 1900, of Cairo, as he is called, 
Says that after her father’s death 
Bishop McCloskey took care of him, | 
and still continues to do so most faith- 
fully, also stating that Cairo is still 
as active as a colt. is believed to 
be the only survivor the many sons 
of Lexington. 

When in command of the Army of 
the James, Gen. Benjamin F. Butler 
was the owner of two powerful war 
horses, both about sixteen hands. One 
of these was a superb stallion called 
Ebony, the other a spirited horse 
named Warren. In March, 1864, Butier’s 
command was to be reviewed by the 
President, who rode Ebony, while But- 
ler was mounted on his other favorite, 
Warren. Whether Lincoln's horse was 
excited by the artillery, the inspiring 
notes of the military bands, the en- 
thusiastic cheers of the crowds of 
spectators, or from some other wun- 
known cause, he bolted, and not even 
the great strength of the President 
could control the maddened charger, 
as faster and faster he dashed along 
the front of the army, the general and 
his staff vainly endeavoring to over- 
take and stop the biack stallion in nus 
wild course. At length an orderly, dis- 
covering Lincoln's danger, and being 
mounted on an old race horse with a 
reccrd for speed, put spurs to him, and, 
lying almost flat upon the horse’s neck, 
speedily came to the front, and, amid 
the wildest cheering from the thousands 
present, overtook the runaway, seized 
the’ bridle, and the President was 
saved from a fate that might have 
been even more serious than that which 
befell Grant at New Orleans in the 
previous September. Lincoln's lost hat, 
trampled under foot by the horses 
the pursuing cavalcade of generals with 
their staffs, was replaced by an army 
cap, and the review closed without 
further incident. 

Gen. Nathaniel P. Banks, an accom- 
plished horseman, possessed two beau- 
tiful bay chargers while in command 
of the Department of the Gulf. When 
Gen. Grant visited New Orleans in 
September, 1863, a review of the Thir- 
teenth Corps, recently arrived from 
Vicksburg, was held in his honor. 
Banks: rode his favorite, 
Shenandoah, purchased in Virginia, 
and Grant was mounted on his other 
horse, Charlie, who had been wounded 
in the battle of Cedar Mountain, Au- 
gust, 1862. 

A GREAT SOLDIER’S MISHAP. 
After the review the above officers, 
with their staffs and many others, in- 
cluding Lorenzo Thomas, the Adju- 
tant-General of the United States 
Army, then organizing regiments of 
colored troops in Louisiana, were in- 
vited by a wealthy planter to a lun-

who was the owner of a Kentucky 
tho ed bay called Donna.

the Carolton road, the riders, in turn- 
ing a sharp bend of the road, came 
face to face with an approaching train, 
which, together with a shriek of the 
locomotive, caused the spirited Chariie 
to swerve from his course, thro 

the general over his head. 

This unfortunate accident confined 
Grant to his bed for several weeks, 
and, was in a measure re- 
sponsible for the defeat of the north- 
ern army at Chickamauga, when othere 
wise he would have arrived in season 
to avert the disaster that overtook the 
Union forces ded by Gen. 
Rosecrans. As soon as the ral 
was able to move about on crutches he 
proceeded to Chattanooga, and soon 
relieved that beleagured town by gain- 
ing a gteat victory over Gen. Bragg. 
For two months after his fall, Grant 


could not walk without the ald of a 
cane and crutch. 
At the close of the Civil War 


Charlie was brought to the North, and 
for manv years was kindly cared for 
at the Massechucetts home of Gen, 
in Waltham, where he died 
was buried. The beautiful Vir- 
ginia hay enjoys the unique distinc- 
tion of being the only horgee among 
many score that he mounted that ever 
unseated the illustrious soldier Grant, 
who was noted for his consummate 
riding In boyhood, and as a cadet at 
the United States Military Academy 
of the class of ‘43, of which'there are 
now (1901) but three survivors—Deshon, 
French and Franklin. 

TWICE WOUNDED IN ACTION. 

The favorite war horse of the hero 
of Gettysburg was raised in the West. 
Baldy, who was a baby with a white 
face and feet, saw his first service at 
the battle of Bull Run, where he re- 
ceived two wounds. He was ridden at 
that time by Col. David Hunter. Hav- 
ing entirely recovered from his injuries, 
he was purchased by Gen. Mead in the 
following September. Baldy was shot, 
though not badly hurt, in the second 
battle of Bull Run, and was wounded 
through the neck at Antietam, but this 
also proved to be slight, and he soon 
recovered. He received his last and 
most serious wound in the afternoon 
of July 2, 1863, in the battle of Gettys- 
bure. 

Gen. Mead had just ridden to the 
front of the left center of the long bat- 
tle line as the re-enforcements were 
being hurried forward to the support 
of that part of the army, when a bullet 
passed through the right pantaloon leg 
of Mead, as wel! as the flaps of the 
saddle, and then into Baldy’s body 
tween the ribs, where it remained. 
When shot, the steed came to a stand- 
til and ptaggered a little, but very 
soon recovered. He could not, how- 
ever, be induced to go forward, and

Once it saved 
the crew of the Pandora, a vessel 
which later became De Long's ill-fated 
Jeannette. But that is another story. 
This tells how the coal was discovered 
in the nick of time to bring Herbert 
L. Bridgman and his men of the Diana 
out from the grasp of the northland 
in the summer of 1899. 
WENT TO MEET PEARY. 

The Diana went north to meet Ex- 
Plorer Peary, who had sailed away 
the previous summer to stay in the 
land of the long night until he had 
reached the Pole. Communication with 

had been established: courtesies, 
including the gift of sixty tons of coal, 
had been exchanged with Peary's ship, 
the Windward, and the Diana was 
hurrying homeward when the captain 
found that she was out of her course. 
This in itself was not serious, but the 
Diana's wandering meant more steam- 
ing, and more steaming meant greater 
coal c on. But a careful esti- 
ate showed that, while the ship was 
at least twelve days from the nearest 
port of supply, the coal in her bunkers 
would be exhausted within five days. 

Unless fuel was soon obtained, the 
Diana would be as helpless as a bit 
of wood, driven hither and thither as 
the wind commanded. 

CLEW IN A BOOK. 


Perhaps it was an inspiration which 
led her anxious commander to take 
from the shelf in the cabin library Sir 
Allan Young’s “Cruise of the Pan- 
dora,” and turn to the pages which 
told the story of the coaling of the ves- 
sel at the Kudliset mines, on Disca 
Island, in 1875 and 1876. Never had 
words stood out brighter on a printed 
page. Steadily down the Waigat. “the 
Rhine of Greenland,” the a 
steamed, toward rkak, a little Es- 
kimo village, wh Governor had jur- 
isdiction over the Waigat from end to 
end. e-Governor received the coal- 
seekers with formal hospitality, and 
promised to send twenty natives with 
them to the coalbeds. The next morn- 
ing the Diana dropped anchor off the 
cool measures of Kudliset, 

Mr. Bridgman thus describes the 
manner in which the precious mineral 
had been stored away against the needs 
of Arctic navigators: 

“Going ashore the situation was seen 
to be the simplest. Vertical cliffs, al- 
most at a right angle, fifty or sixty 
feet high, extended for at least a mile 
along the narrow, gentle slope, and in 
these cliffs, layer above layer, were 
the seams of coal, divided by layers of 
sandstone. Each deposit was perhaps 
three feet in thickness, laid up in reg- 
ular alternation like the strata of a 
chocolate cake or a Washington pie at 
home. All seemed to say to the desti- 
tute navigator, ‘Help yourself.’ 

“Sir Allan Young, a quarter of a 
century before, thoughtful and fore- 
sighted, had arranged in advance for 
the natives to mine his coal and have 
it ready for him on the beach. 


ALL HANDS WORKED, 


“We had nothing to do but strip and 
go to work. Every man who could be 
spared from the crew, including cap- 
tain and officers, turned to with all the 
tools—picks, chisels, bars, shovels and 
every other implement which could be 
found on .the ship available for the 
purpose—and went at it with a will. 
The outcroppings, of course, were 
easily captured and carried off to the 
boats in pieces as large as a man could 
lift, and then taken on board the ship, 
while later in the day, as the excava- 
‘tion progressed, the coal, though im- 
proved in quality, was obtained with 
more difficulty.

“The crop is always dependent upon 
rain, and sometimes the weather is 
very capricious. In the summer and 
autumn of 1898 there was considerable 
anxiety as to what the season would 
bring forth. No heavy rains had oc- 
curred for eighteen months, resulting 
in the death of a large number of trees. 
In Pemba alone about 200,000 trees per- 
ished. However, the rains came, not 
only in time to save the crop from 
ruin, but made it one of the most pro- 
life ever harvested. The long drought, 
however, affected the buds—which 
were somewhat smaller than usual— 
and delayed harvesting for several 
weeks. 

“Because buds on the same tree fipen 
at different times, it is said to obtain 
a g00G sample they should be picked 
at a definite stage of development. 
Pianters, however, in their anxiety to 
gather all the crop possible quickly, 
have neglected special care in picking, 
as well as in the equally impoftant 
process of drying. The result is that 
the cloves sent home vary considerably 
in size, color and quantity.”

Jack Davis, the Man Who Sold the 
Stuff, Arrested for Running a “Blind 
Pig”—Ice Supply Depleted These 
Warm Days. : 


REDLANDS, July 23.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) Jack 
Davis has again been arrested for 
running a “blind pig,” and this time 
the city officers think they have a 
sure case, and that either a conviction 
or a plea of “guilty” will be the re- 
sult.
